Governor Edwin P. Morrow, who 
v.a.'; in Louisville, Monday night, re- 
mained up until long past midnight 
waiting definite word from Fleming 
county, where a mOb lynched Grant 
Smith. 

The Governor referred to the en- 
actment by the recent Legislature 
of the law requiring removal from 
office of peace officers who surren- 
der their prisoners to mobs and de- 
clared wbile the law is still inop- 
. erative (it does not take effect until 
June) there is no doubt as to the 
moral responsibility of the officers 
in allowing Smith to ha tafccn from 
their custody. 

"The incident is most regretta- 
ble," said the Governor, "and the 
law should have haMi allowed to 
take its course." 

'Summary justice dealt to Will 
Lockett at Lexington recently 
should leave no doubt in any honest 
mind that Kentuckiana know how 
to deal with crimlnala of this type." 

A Paris newapaper man. who had 
followed the trail of the men who 

iook the negro. Grant Smith, from 
the officers here, and started tov/ard 
Fleming county, where the crime 
was committed, found at 3:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning the dead 
body of the negro suspended from 
the cross-arm of a telephone pole on 
the Maysville pike, six miles from 
Mayslick, swaying in the wind. 

Although his captors left Paris at 
€ o'clock with their victim. Smith 
was not hanged for several hours. 
His captors seemed to have in mind 
the new law. which provides that 
the penalty fOr rape is that the vic- 
tim shall be hanged in the county 
in which the crime was committed. 

The negro waa taken to a point 
near Ma} slide. Mason county, but 
within the borders of Fleming. On 
l is way to the scene of the execu- 
tion, Smith is said to have made a 
full confession to his captors, ad- 
mitting he had forcibly taken ad- 
vantage of the young girl on two 
occasions, and that "he didn't know 
why he did it." 

Wiien the self-appointed execu- 
tioners arrived at a point six miles 
from Mayslick, they were met by 
the delegation which iiad been on 
watch in Maysville. The two par- 
ties combined and the negro was 
aakad if ha had anything to say. 
He naked time to pray and was 
granted five minutes. Those who 
heard the prayer say <he confessed 
hia itoa to God, asked to be forgiven 
and then told those personally in 
charge of him that he was ready. 

A hangman's noose, made from a 
piece of new rope was placed 
around his neck. Some one in the 
crowd had brought along a pair of 
climbers, used by telephone line- 
men. Taking the end of the rope 
be rapidly climbed the pole, threw 
the end ever the cross-bar and as 
be was descending the pole the ne- 
gro's body wafi being hoisted to a 
distance of twenty feet. • 

Smith slowly strangled to death,

roads to use up the amount allotted 
lo Kentucky. Neither have enough 
projects been submitted to justify 
the appointment ot a federal engi- 
neer to Aive his entlf* tins to. the 
State of Kentucky.

In an effort to appease the wrath 
ol many patrons of the Grand Opera 
House, who have patiently endured 
the ordeal of being overrun by per- 
sons who rush out of t-he house be- 
fore the performances are over, the 
management is running on the 
screen a slide calling attention to 
this very undesirable practice. This 
is a move in the right direction, and 
has already had the desired effect. 
At least it is being obsenrsd by those 
who desire to .show some cowddera- 
tlon for the feelings of others. 

Now if it could only be pessible 
to put a stop to the ones who read 
the sub-titles out loud; those who 
bring crying babies to the house; 
those who try to punch the back 
out of your seat with their knees, 
and a dozen otiier forms of nuis- 
sance, the long-suffering public will 
rise up and call them blessed and 
hope that their days may be long on 
the earth. AmmU *

Fire insurance agents in Ken- 
lucky are objecting to the new rates 
rstablished by the Kentucky Actur- 
ial Bureau on hogshead tobacco in 
s^torage. During the latter part of 
{February the bureau cut the rate 
about 20 per cent and made It vatlO- 
'active to November 20. 

Most of the hogshead tobacco in 
storage is owned by the American 
Tobacco Company, which, previous 
to the new rates, had been Insuring 
it largely with unautkorlaad fiwpi- 
niea. The John Page Oompawty, an 
Baatem coneem. agreed to take 
over the Iflsorance for the American 
Tobacco Company provided the 
company could get the rate reduced 
in this State, which was done 
through the Acturial Bureau. 

Insurance agents and the insur- 
ance department took the question 
up with Attorney General Charles 
L. Dawson on the grounds that be- 
fore new rates can be established 
they must be published and that the 
Acturial Bureau must give 15 days 
notice of such new rates before tkagr 
go into effect. 

Thej eoatead further that the 
poliey adopted by the Acturial Bu- 
reau in eatabliahing the new rates 
on hogshead tobcusco in storage opens 
a way for discrimination. Attorney 
General Dawson will give his opin- 
io-n within the next fe>v days.

This bread is 
ch:.ra( tpvized as ^he "bread of afflic- 
tion." and is a reminder of the hasty 
exodus of the Israelites from theit 
four hundred years of bondage 1o ' 
the E??:ypi Many of the Jewi?-r. 
ritizens of Pari;^ will go to Lexinr:- i 
ton to attend the services to he hold j 
at the Maryland Aventte Temple by j 
Rabbi Lowenthal. at the beginning I 
of this which is one of the most im- \ 
portant and sacred fsstivals of the 
Jewish church. 

Under the Voisiead act persons of 
\hf .T*^wl8h faith may use wine in 
accordance with the rites of the 
feast. Tender the provisions of this 
f'Ct no re.<=trictions are placed on 
al<olinlir bevprages to be used in 
religious ceremonies.
